NEWS OF THE CAPITAL 



Mr. Siftou's Colleagues Weary ol 
11 is Mistakes Judicial In- 
quiry Now Mooted. 



Sessional Business Before the Cab- 
inet— Washington to* Settle 
Meeting Time. 



Dawson Telegraph Lino in Pros- 
pect-Foresters Chafe at Olli- 
eial Extravagance. 



From Our Own Correspondent. 

Ottawa, Oct. -(i. — The cabinet was in 
session for seven hours to-day, the ses- 
sional programme being under discus- 
sion. The ministers are anxious to call 
puiliiiment together early in the new 
year, but everything is contingent upon 
the progress made by the international 
commission at Washington. The meet- 
ing to-day was to discuss in general the 
legislation to be brought forward, and 
especially to elicit the views of the 
three knights who will be absent from 
the Capital for some weeks. The idea 
is that the other ministers, in the ab- 
sence of the three stars, knowing the 
views of their colleagues, should work 
ut the details of the measures after 
their colleagues have gone, and also pre- 
pare the estimates for submission to 
parliament. 

The papers in connection with the two 
years' mail contract are before the cabi- 
net, but a decision has not yet been 
reached, and will not be until details of 
tie.' winter service are settled. 

The ministers are naturally greatly 
troubled over Mr. Sifton's mismanage- 
ment of affairs. They realize that the 
appointment of Mr. Ogilvie to investi- 
gate the allegations of olllcial corruption 
under ins predecessor, does not satisfy 
the public, and a judicial inquiry may 
yet be ordered. 

Cable advices from England to-day 
state that the syndicate of which J. 
Morris Cation is the head, and which 
got a charter from the Dominion parlia- 
ment last session, will immediately com- 
mence the construction of a telegraph 
line to Dawfion. The first portion will 
be a cubic to Skagway. 

The oIQce of chief postofllce inspector 
now held by M. Sweetnam, of Toronto, 
is to be abolished. 

An order-in-couucil has been passed, 
permitting the canals to remain open on 
Sundays for the remainder ot' the sea- 
son. 

Local courts of the Independent For- 
esters are up in arms against the action 
of the supreme court in imposing a capi- 
tation tax on members to extend the 
order. Members claim that the ex- 
penses of management are too heavy al- 
ready. 

In the supreme court to-day argument 
in the case of Hobbs vs. the E. &. N. 
Hallway Co. was heard and judgment 
reserved. McBryan vs. C. P. R. was 
then heard, this being a British Colum- 
bia action for land damages. Mr. Wil- 
son, of the British Columbia bar, ap- 
peared for Hobbs. 



THE PACIFIC CABLE. 

Events in the Philippines Have Given a 
Croat Impetus to the Proposition. 

London, Oct. 20.— At a meeting of the 
Eastern Extension Telegraph Company, 
the Marquis of 'Pweedale, the chairman, 
said the company's claim against the 
United Slates for cutting the Manila 
cable has not yet been admitted. 

'The occupation of the Philippine is- 
lands by American forces, he said, had 
given a great impetus to the project of 
building a Pacific cable, but nothing de- 
finite had yet been arranged. 



A HERO OF SCIENCE. 

Such Will Be the Fame of the Victim of 
Self-Created Bubonic Plague; 

Vienna, Oct. 20. — Excitement caused 
by the prospect of an outbreak of bu- 
bi uic or black plague here has subsided, 
and, thanks to energetic measures, the 
danger is greatly diminished. 

The condition of the nurse Paehnv, 
who was attacked with Dr. Muller, who 
succumbed on Sunday, is somewhat 
worse, but there are no new cases and 
it is thought then' will be none, since 
the period for incubation of the bacilli 
is past. 

Dr. Xort bungle has taken the initiat- 
ive in having a monument erected to

WOE FOR OHTNAMEN. 

Empress ilowugel' Orders Punishment 
for the Attack on British Itnil- 
Way Engineers.

Crew of Six Men Halt Dead From 
Exposure Rescued From Rigging. 

Racine, Wis., Oct. 2(5.— The tug Dixon 
and life-saving crew rescued Horace 
Acres and a crew of six men from the 
barge D. L. File, this afternoon. 

The men had been clinging to the 
rigging for 24 hours, and were half dead 
from exposure. The ship was aban- 
doned. She was one of two barges 
bound for Chicago and broke away from 
the ship PaUEo off Port Washington last 
o\ ening. 



FORTY-SEVEN DJtOWNED.

— M. Paul de Cassaig- 
nac, in a remarkable article on the 
Fnshoda question in the Autorito, 
writes: "How could we make a stand 
against England in case of war. .She 
possesses means of gripping us every- 
where in our colonies and in our cities 
along our open coasts, whereas we can- 
not lay our hands on her anywhere. She 
would make short work of our licet. 
War with England would put us in the. 
position of Spain towards America. We 
should fight heroically, but w« should 
be beaten. Our Admiral Cervora -is al- 
ready to the fore. It is Admiral Pour- 
nier who enjoys the blind confidence of 
tho republican government. 

" It is not, alas, Santiago that we 
should lack. Later on we should have 
to pay the bill with Algeria or Indo- 
china. 

" Therefore, it is materially and mor- 
ally forbidden to think of war. This 
would be madness, blindness. Nobody 
(ies to certain disaster with his eyes 
open. There still remain other alterna- 
tives to beat h retreat, and we shall not 
escape it. It is not the evacuation of 
Fasbcdn that constitutes our loss. The 
republic having already committed the 
irreparable blunder of coldly abandon- 
ing Egypt to England, it. ill becomes lief 
to-day to quibble about this or that por- 
tion of tho Nile valley, which in reality 
would be useless to us." 

PREPARED TO BACK DOWN. 
The Soir hears iii diplomatic circles 
that France is prepared to evacuate 
Fashodn, with the reservation that she 
shall have some compensation to bo ar- 
ranged hereafter. " This result," says 
the .Soir, " is the outcome of a new ar-

In the lobies of the chamber of depu- 
ties to-day the deputies of all shades of 
opinion expressed the conviction that M. 
Delcasse should remain at the head of 
the foreign office, in order to assure 
the continuity of the Fashoda negotia- 
tions. 

A RATTLED MINISTER. 

General Chanoine is the fifth minister 
of war who has declared himself abso- 
lutely convinced of the guilt of Dreyfus, 
and the third who has resigned on that 
account. Yesterday was the first time 
General Chanoine ever sat. on the minis- 
ferial bench and his colleagues knowing 
that be was unaccustomed to the tricks 
of oratorical effects such as M, Deron- 
lede indulged tn, tried vainly to prevent 
him ascending the tribune. lie spoke 
briefly, with painful incoherence, and 
then literally bolted from the chamber.

The watchman 
was the first to see the flames, and says 
they seemed to shoot from the centre of 
the mill, while a strong wind blowing 
from the cast quickly fanned them into 
fury — the whole mills being doomed ten 
minutes after the tire was discovered. 

The ships at the wharf were the Eliza 
Gartinore and Kennebec. Their cables 
were soon loosed and they drifted out of 
harm's way. 

Chief Carlisle and his men did not lose 
a second's time in arriviug on the scene, 
and the clever work of the fire brigade is 
generally commented on to-day. With 
the help of the sailors of II. M. S. sur- 
vey ship Egerla and the mill hands the 
Hames. were confined to the mill proper, 
saving all (he lumber but a few hundred 
thousand feet. TiiC kiln8 ' and machine 
shop within a cable's lei.'^h of the mills 
were saved— as well ns the HJ$ es > the 
stores, mill oflices, and wharves. 

No one in Vancouver will wonder at 
the world wide reputation British tars 
enjoy for bravery in the face of danger, 
after ln«t night's fire, The Egeria blue- 
jackets "all through the rife held wrttor- 
soaked blankets iufront of the firemen as 
thev battled with the flames, actually 
standing in front of them as shields. The 
crowd marvelled and called them human 
gplamuuders. They did not Know at what 
cost this was doiie, for this morning it 
was incidentally learned that the bravo 
fellows were blistered from head to foot 
with the heat, and several of them were 
put off duty in consequence. 

The fire indicated two things, that 
.Vancouver has a magnificent water sup- 
ply aud a very efficient fii'e department 
The brigade from this city demonstrat- 
ed their bravery and ability at the West- 
minster nK, hut lust night gained them 
fresh laurclB. 

As is known, the banks are very large- 
ly interested in the Hastings Mill pro- 
perty and it was at the banks tlnit in- 
formation was sought regarding the loss 
and extent of insurance. The value of 
the mill sheds, lumber oflices, etc., is 
stated by- the banks mostly interested to 
be nbout $350,000, and the loss by the 
fire to be about $175,000 with insurance 
at something over $100,000 all told.

The loss is 
therefore a very serious on to Vancou- 
ver. As one representative citizen re- 
marked, in the hard times, when Van- 
couver was struggling for her existence, 
the Hastings Mills and the C. P. It. pre- 
vented her going backwards. The Has- 
Bhd Mills not only have boon a great 
direct benefit to Vancouver, but were 
the mainstay of the settlement before 
Vancouver was a city. For years the 
mills have employed hundreds of hands, 
and 250 men will now be thrown out of 
employment Citizens therefore hope 
that if the mill is not to be rebuilt by 
those now interested in the property it 
may be sold to other operators. Valuable 
timber limits go with the property and 
the mill might be run with modern ma- 
chinery as far better advantage than 
in the past. 

The following is the insurance car- 
ried: Thoenix of London, $10,000; Liv- 
erpool. London and Globe, $5,000; 
Western, $5,000; Hartford, $15,000; 
Scottish Union and National, $5,000; 
British American, $2,500; Royal, $11,000; 
London and Lancashire, $19,500; Man- 
chester, $2,500; Guardian, $2,000; Na- 
tional of Ireland, $3,000; Norwich Union, 
$2^500. Total, $83,000 on the mill pro- 
per, machinery and engines, wit.i $27,- 
000 additional on lumber which may be 
in the yard. 

The Hastings mill was the. pioneer in- 
dustry in Vancouver and was respons- 
ible for the existence of old Gas Town, 
which afterwards rose to the dignity of 
a city. Vancouver was no more or less 
at one time than a camping ground or 
sleeping quarters for the Hastings mill 
hands. The mills afterwards grew to 
lie amongst the biggest on the Coast. 
The B. C. Mills Timber and Trading 
Company purchased the property from 
the Hastings Saw Mill Company in 1800 
and have Hince made very extensive im- 
provements until outside of the main 
machinery the mills had some of the best 
equipment in existence. They had a ca- 
pacity of 300,000 feet every 24 hours. 

A large number of charters will have 
to be cancelled owing to the fire, as ar- 
rangements hud been made to ship car- 
goes of lumber to Australia where an 
agent had already been at work. Num-' 
erous charters had been secured also for 
Russian railway syndicates operating in 
the Orient. 

Rumor has it to-night that the site is 
already the subject of negotiation on 
behalf of .Tim Hill, with a view to con- 
verting the magnificent waterfront pro- 
perty into an ideal terminus for his rail- 
road.

HALIFAX EXCITED. 



The Admiral's Assistant Secretary 
Despatches a Fleet to the 
French West indies.

Halifax, Oct. 20.— Great activity pre- 
vails in naval circles on this station. 
The cruisers Pallas and Talbot had just 
arrived and the officers of the ships ex- 
pected that after their busy season in the 
South they would at least have a respite 
of a few days. They were, however, dis- 
appointed, for hardly had the vessels 
dropped anchor when they were ordered 
to the dockyard to take on supplies. The 
signification of this move is apparent. 
That there was something important on 
baud was apparent from the alacrity 
with which stores of all kinds were be- 
ing handled. 

Explosives find other machines of war 
were hustled on board with great des- 
patch and Admiral Fisher lias issued or- 
ders that the ships should be in readiness 
to sail at daylight. At first is was im- 
possible to obtain any definite informa- 
tion concerning the destination of the 
men-of-war, but finally it was learned 
that they had been ordered to the 
French West Indies. The admiral's sec- 
retary was visited, but the gentleman 
Wis too busy to be seen.

The assistant secretary, however, was 
available and questioned. When asked 
as to the truth of the report he said the 
vessels were being prepared in haste for 
a voyage to the West Indies, to what 
part he would not state, but would not 
deny that the objective point was the 
French possesisons. 

In naval circles the action of the Ad- 
miralty is regarded ns surprising. The 
vessels were to have taken part in naval 
and military manoeuvres on Friday and 
Saturday and the sudden change of or- 
ders has caused a great sensation among 
officers and men.

Paris, Oct. 20.— The meeting of the 
peace commission to-day lasted one hour 
and five minutes and was adjourned till 
to-morrow. Both the Spanish and the 
American commissioners were more reti- 
cent after this session than ever before. 
The Americans fully appreciate, not only 
their owu serious responsibilities, but 
also the delicate position of their Span- 
ish' colleagues, to the burden of whose 
duties here, is now added the critical 
political situation at Madrid, which may 
compel the president of the Spanish com- 
mission (who is also president of the 
Spanish senate), Scnor Montero Kios, to 
leave Paris. 

The Madrid correspondent of the 
Temps in confirming the report that Pre- 
mier Sagasta and the Queen Regent have 
prevailed upon the minister of war, Gen- 
eral Correa, to indefinitely postpone his 
resignation pending the conclusion of 
the peace negotiations, says that thev 
represented to the General that his with- 
drawal might entail not only the fall 
of the cabinet hut cause the resignation 
ol certain members of the Spanish pence 
commission, in recalling Scnor Montero 
Rios. and thereby gravely compromise 
the issue of the peace negotiations. The 
correspondent adds; "The net result is 
thflt nil open crisis seems to have boon 
avoided until the conclusion of the treaty 
of peace. In any case this has done 
away with the necessity for an ad inter- 
im government which, was lately sug- 
gested as likely to be the onlv solution of 
the present difficulties. 

Loudon. Oct, 2j.*-The Paris corres- 
pondent of ilio Times says: "At to- 
day's sitting the Spanish peace commis- 
sioners presented a new counter mem- 
orandum declaring their readiness pro- 
visionally to accept an article of a pre- 
liminary treaty stipulating that Spain 
shall relinquish all rights to sovereignty 
•in Cuba without formulating any other 
rlaim," and to leave in suspense all re- 
gaining questions, especially the Phil- 
ippines. 

"The Americans nsked time until to- 
morrow to reply to this new memoran- 
dum. This is regarded as a favorable 
sign, being a slight relaxation from the 
rigidity the Americans had hitherto 
shown. 

"They are perhaps aware that the Cu- 
ban and even the Spanish bondholders 
are becoming alnrmed at the strange 
turn of the financial side of the discus- 
sion, in which Spain, and the United 
States aud Cuba with extraordinary 
unanimity and carelessness all repudiate 
the Cuban debt. 

"Nobody will be able to force Spain to 
accept the debt, for apart from bank- 
ruptcy, she could only meet the liability 
at the expense of her foreign bondhold- 
ers, who, by n strange anomaly would 
thus have to pay for the independence of 
Cubn. 

"It is not likely that either the United 
States or any oilier power can or will 
force Spain to rltill herself by meeting 
the Cuban debt and it will then either 
be a total loss for Europe or be paid by 
the Spanish bondholders. 

"If in these circumstances an agree- 
ment cannot be effected, America will 
be wise to refer the question to the ar- 
bitration of impartial men entirely dis- 
interested in this delicate matter." 



LONG RANGE ELECTRICITY. • 

Tesla Schemes to Project Niagara's 
Power Through the Air Without 
Use of Wires. 

New York, Oct. 20.— Nikola Tesla, the 
electrician, describes in to-day's issue of 
tue Electrical Review a possibility in 
electric power transmission. His in- 
ventions for transmitting electricity at 
high pressure over long distances have 
been successfully applied at many natu- 
ral sources of power. Probably the 
most important of these plants in the 
United States is at Niagara Falls, which 
supp'ics electricity to many large fac- 
tories, and supplies electric power for 
running the trolley lines, of the city of 
Buffalo.. 20 miles distant. 

The announcement is now made that 
by employing apparatus which he had 
invented there may be transmitted elec- 
trical pressures vastly in excess of any 
heretofore used. Located at natural 
sources of power, the current can he 
conducted to a terminal maintained at 
an elevation where the rarefied atmos- 
phere is capable of conducting freely the 
particular current produced, then at a 
distant point where the energy is to be 
u.ied commercially, to maintain a second 
terminal at about the same elevation to 
nttract and receive? the current and to 
convey it to earth through special means 
for transforming and utilizing it. Witli 
the article an illustration is presented, 
showing streams of electricity issuing 
from a single terminal giving an esti- 
mated electrical pressure of two and a 
half million volts. 

The Electrical Review comments on 
Mr. Testa's novel idea as follows: "Tesla 
now proposes to transmit, without the 
me of wires, through the natural me- 
dium of the earth and the air, great 
amounts of electricity to distances of 
thousands of miles. This will appear ! 
dream, a tale from the Arabian Nights, 
but the extraordinary discoveries Tesla 
bus made during a number of years of 
incessant labor, makes it evident, that 
his work in this field lias passed a stage 
of laboratory experiments, and is ready 
for a practical test on an industrial 
scale. The success of his efforts means 
that power from such sources as Nia- 
gtttd will be available in any part of the 
world, regardless of distance,"

Army Declares for Evacuation by 
United States But Also liiuts 
for Rations.

— Major 
Pittit, in command of the United States 
troops at Manzanillo and governor of 
thi: city, telegraphed to-day that the 
Cuban General Rios offers 2,000 armed 
men to assist the Americans in preserv- 
ing order, merely asking rations in re- 
turn.

The Cuban General Mayya Rodriguez 
virtually voices the sentiment of tile 
Cuban army when he says: "We 
thank the United States for the assist- 
ance it has given us, but the time has 
now arrived when Cubans should be 
placed in the highest oflices, and should 
prepare to take over the island, on the 
departure of the Spaniards." 

Cuban extremists here are jubilant at 
the reported attitude of the Cuban as- 
sembly at Santa Cruz del Stir, where 
the delegates, while expressing their 
gratitude, practically demand a dis- 
tinctive Cuban government The Cuban 
moderates, on the other hand, regret 
this stand, thinking it best for the 
United States authorities to continue in 
(barge of affairs for a year nt least, so 
as to set things going and to prevent 
an; complications with foreign govern- 
ments. 

The foreign consuls are considering 
the advisability of appealing to the 
powers to prevent a too hasty recogni- 
tion of the Cuban government.

Tuesday lust. Iter. A. E. Green, grand 
chief templar, culled the meeting to or- 
der nt 2 p.m., and opened with the 
grand lod-e degree, in which 10 mem- 
bers were duly Initiated. The follow- 
ing were the delegates from the various 
loilges of the province: .r. <;.

CHIEF TEMPLAR'S UK PORT. 
The report of the Grand Chief Temp- 
lar, presented at tin- opening session, 
was as follows: 

To the Officers and Members of the Grand 
Lodge of British Columbia: 
Dear Bros, and Sistcrs,--At the close ot 
another year's labor we .come together, 
thanking the Giver of ull Good Gifts for 
the measure of success bestowed upon us 
in the lust twelve months, and to plan for 
greater undertakings for the year which 
we are about to enter. We have reached 
our annual halting place, where we review- 
work accomplished, and seek to en 



It Is a great pleasure for me to wet 
come the Grand Lodge to Vancouver and 
I pray the session muy be a very pleasant 
and profitable one, and that we will all 
receive an Inspiration to labor for our 
fellow men. We are attempting the great 
est work ever put before an humaulturlai 
.association, nothing less than the saving 
of the individual from the legitimate re 
suit of centuries of debasement and sen- 
sualism and the changing of public opinion 
so that the drinking custom of society 
shall be forever after legally debarred. To 
this end let us bend all our energies with 
wisdom anil courage, for Just so sure 
as right is right and truth Is truth, victory 
will crown our efforts with success. 

I congratulate you and the temperance 
workers throughout the land that our prov- 
ince was won for prohibition. We shoual 
be greatly encouraged by the fact that 
seven provinces out of the eight have 
voted for prohibition. Quebec has voted 
against, but the seven provinces are not 
to be coerced by one. I am afraid that 
on account of "party" some voted against 
prohibition and others did not vote for 
the same reason. When politicians- in their 
desire for party success— lose sight of such 
vital principles so dear to humanity, It 
becomes tile duty of patriotic citizens to 
make an organized and determined effort 
to secure their rights. Let us prove that 
we are honest and sincere, and that as 
voters wc*are not as cliiy In the hands of 
the potter to be moulded into nay fashion 
that may suit the party. The establish- 
ment of the saloon for the propagation of 
drunkenness Is either an innocent or crimin- 
al act. We recognize lib middle ground. 
We do not believe In compromising with 
or commuting offences committed against 
the best interests of humanity. Let us 
uphold the members of parliament who 
Support our cause and strengthen their 
cause by all proper methods. Let us call 
Kin temperance people to support only such 
men for parliament 'who will work and 
rote for prohibition. 

In November and December I visited all 
the lodges In the upper country, and found 
them doing good work. I delivered ad- 
dresses at many places, oven when there 
was no possibility of effecting an organiza- 
tion. They were the llrst temperance 
meetings, we were told, that bad been held 
In those towns. 1 planted the order at 
Trail and Nelson, and those lodges are 
still growing. I also organized Vancouver 
lodge. Brother Nobles reorganized "No 
Retreat." at Sapperton, I" August. 

in July I attended the great Dominion 
Prohibition Convention. In August the 
temperance organizations and the churches 
organized a branch of the Dominion AI- 
llanee for British Columbia, and an active 
campaign was commenced. I was request- 
ed to go for the Alllnnce to the upper 
country and speak and organize for aggres- 
sive work. I visited nearly every town. 

The results of all the expenditure of time 
and money are not. all we could wish. Our 
membership is little different from last 
vear. But we have not stood still; growth 
Is not always Indicated by a large increase 
of membership, but may bo expressed in 
earnestness of purpose and education of 
members of the order, or ot the com- 
munity in temperance principles. 

Much of our lecture work In the nast 
has been transitory in effect. It reminds 
me of the blacksmith with his fire. Hi' 
gives the bellows a vigorous pumping, the 
blaze leaps up strong and bright, the next 
moment It dies down to blackness. Thus 
It is with so many of our lodge members. 
We can only hope that their temperance 
lire will not smoulder and die ere the

Too many 
ludges depend' entirely upon' the public 
worker for their prosperity, which Is one 
of our greatest mistakes. No lodge can 
bo strong unless they In some way give 
of their strength. 

Among the many beautiful legends In 
connection with the visit of the Queen of 
old to King Solomon. Is that of the emerald 
vase, and from which we can derive a 
great lesson. The tradition Is that when 
King Solomon received It he tilled It with 
an elixir which he alone knew how to distil 
uud of which n single drop would prolong 
human life Indefinitely. A miserable crim- 
inal, dying of slow disease la prison, be- 
sought the king to give him a drop of 
the. magic lotion. Solomon refused. Why 
should I prolong so useless n life?. I will 
give It to those whose lives will bless their 
fellowmen. But when good men begged 
for It the king was 'In ill humor, or was 
too indolent to open the vase; or he prom- 
ised and then forgot. So the years passed 
and be then grew old, and many of the 
friends he loved were dead, and still the 
vase had never been opened. Then the 
king to excuse himself threw doubt upon 
the virtue of the elixir. At last he himself 
fell 111. When his servants brought him 
the vase, that be might save his own life, 
he opened it, but It was empty. The elixir 
bud evaporated to the last drop. 

Every lodgq Is a precious vessel, bit 
which is put c portion of the water of life 
It Is for Its own healing and the healing 
or others. If. from Idleness or Indlfferenc 
or not .realizing Its Importance, or from 
selfishness, or some equally Insufficient ex- 
cuse. It Is hidden; It Is not used. Presently 
we doubt Its efllciene.v. the precious elixir 
Is gone. The vessel Itself Is broken. Dead 
we call the lodge whose members have 
fulled to grasp the opportunity for work. 
That would have been the water of life 
to. Itself. No Idle Indue can long survive: 
nor can It be made a plaything. The more 
earnestly we work for others, the more our 
lodges will grow. Work Is needed to make 
them strong'.

An Ex-Employee of the Henderson Com- 
pany Caused :i Little Trouble 
Yesterday. 

It is not often that a man who ap- 
peals to the courts to secure the settle- 
ment of an account obtains more than 
he offered to accept, but such occurred 
here yesterday.

There was another long 
wrangle and the newspaper man ended 
it by saying "Welk I'll give you $!>()," 
which sum he obtained from Mr. Hender- 
son and paid over. Several hours after- 
wards he realized that he had paid 
Thompson justlffiS more than he wanted.

MR. WADE'S VENTURES. 

Rumor credits ex-Prosecuting Attor- 
ney Wade, of Yukon, with having made 
a good deal of money during his short 
stay at Dawson. We have no informa- 
tion on the subject, and what he may 
iiavc made in a fair way is his own 
business, and no one else's. A statement 
made by Mr. Livingstone, lute of the 
Klondike Miner, suggests that Mr. 
Wade may have been furnished with 
exceptional opportunities to make money 
and if this is so, while his profits may 
have been legal, it was not fair to others 
that he should have been allowed to 
make them. Mr. Livingstone says that: 
Mr. Wade's firm had notice in advance 
of some two hundred claims, which were 
to be thrown open to relocation because 
of (he failure of the first; locators to do 
their assessment work. If this is the 
ease, some one was very much to blame, 
Wo are not finding fault with .Mr. Wade 
for taking advantage of information ob- 
tained in advance of anyone else. We 
suppose few people would not do the 
same th%ig. I lis position as prosecutin' 
attorney may have given him facilities 
lor obtaining such information. We do 
not know about this. If it did, the.e 
can be no difficulty in ascertaining the 
fact, and if so, and if he used such in- 
formation to his personal advantage, he 
did a very culpable thing, although it is 
probably too late now to do anything 
about it. If he obtained his advance 
information through favor of the gold 
commissioner or any of his subordinates, 
the fault lies elsewhere and should be 
dealt with in some appropriate manner. 
The suggestion which naturally occurs 
to anyone in this eounection is that 
there was at Dawson an official ring 
which profited by inside information. 
This is a point: into which the most 
searching inquiry should be made. It 
is really one of the main causes of com- 
plaint, and we would not be doing jus- 
tice to the ministers themselves if we 
did not add that the names of some of 
them have been very freely mentioned 
in connection with such a combination. 
They owe it to themselves to remove 
any suspicion of ministerial connivance 
at the wrongs perpetrated by officials at 
D.twson. 



PIONEERS OF THE NORTH. 

In the last copy of the Edmonton 
Bulletin received there is a letter from 
Rudolph Smith to his parents. Voting 
Smith left Edmonton on March 10 last, 
and his letter is dated July 15, so he 
had been four months and five days on 
tiie journey. He estimated that they 
vere then 1,200 miles from home and 120 
days' journey from the Liurd. Their 
rate of travel had been, therefore, about 
10 miles a day, and the total distance 
from Edmonton to the Liard by the 
course taken by the party would, there- 
lore, be about 1,100 miles. As the dis- 
tance in a direct line between the two 
points is not much above 700 miles, the 
party must have gone in a very round- 
about direction. There were at the 
time of writing 00 men in the party, 
with 250 horses and 45 steers. The 
journey presented many difficulties, but 
young .Smith says they had plenty to 
cat, and that game Mas very abundant. 
The whole party, he says, were in the 
best of health, and wanted for nothing. 
They had been led to believe that valu- 
able placers would be found on the 
Lined, but Smith was in very great, 
doubt if they would be able to send a 
report out to civilization until next year. 

The region which they traversed is 
certainly a great lone land. They had 
not scon an Indian since leaving the 
Pence river, and they were very confi- 
dent, that they were the pioneers of 
.Northeastern British Columbia. We 
think' they are entitled to (his credit. 

Everyone will feel a deep interest in 
the fortunes of this plucky expedition. 
That they may have abundant success 
will be the hope of all. Such men are 
genuine empire-builders. The deeds 
Which they have done would, if per- 
formed in Australia or Africa, elicit the 
admiration of people the world over. 
The travels of men who have crossed' 
•Australia have been told in book and 
St'pryj the world admires the great: jour- 
ney of Marehnnd, but the former were 
shorter and the latter very little longer 
than the trail which these gold-seekers 
have followed. It is true; that the lat- 
ter have ho hostile natives to contend 
with, but their expedition is a notable 
one nevertheless, and we are mire that 
Ctolouisr. renders will join with us in 
expressing admiration for their fortitude 
and Courage. 



THE CUBAN DEBT. 

A strong effort is being made to in- 
duce the United States to assume the 
Cuban debt, and it is said that a knot 
of financiers in Paris are prepare! to 
pay handsomely if they can induce fthe 
United States commissioners to agree to 
such an arrangement. As there is not 
the least probability that the American 
senate would assent to any treaty con- 
taining such a provision, the only ob- 
ject this coterie can have in pressing the 
case is to make a .margin by turning the 
bonds over, pending the rejection of tile 
treaty. No good reason can be suggested 
why the United States should assume 
this debt. The loan was not contracted 
by Cuba or for the benefit of Cuba. The 
money was borrowed by the government 
of Spain and for the purposes of Spain. 
Most of it was expended in the vain 
effort to suppress rebellion in the Uiiand. 
If the islanders had regained their inde- 
pendence by their own efforts, they 
would not have been under any obliga- 
tion to assume the debt. Indeed, one 
of the reasons why they were in revolt 
was that they were burdened with 
taxes, which in part went to pay inter- 
est upon this debt. To ask that they 
should continue to submit, to this bur- 
den, or that another country should as- 
sume it, is absurd in the last degree. If 
the money had been spent in internal 
improvements, that would be quite an- 
other matter, but not a dollar of it went 
in this way. 



IMPROVEMENT OP LIVE STOCK: 

We are glad to see the Vaneouvei 
World calling attention to the necessitj 
of improving the live stock of the prov- 
ince. There are some elementary propo 
sitions in stock-raising that ought not: to 
be lost sight of. One or them is that 
it costs no more to keep a good animal 
than it does to keep a poor one. An 
other is that good animals are market- 
able when inferior ones cannot be <7is 
posed of. British Columbia ought to bo 
a paradise for draught horses and beef 
cattle. Such observations as we unvi 
been able to make at provincial fairs 
forces the conclusion that very much 
remains to be done in the way of ini 
proving both those lines of stock. Road- 
sters are necessarily not in much demand 
in a province where there are not many 
good country roads and where driving 
for pleasure is yet not much practiced 
The exception is Victoria and its vicin- 
ity, where the roads are excellent, but 
not much interest is taken here in breed- 
ing roadsters, the most of those who 
keep horses for domestic use being con- 
tent with something that is showy and 
safe. The majority of Victorians seem 
yet to learn what pleasure there is in 
driving a fast stepping pair over a good 
road, such as can be found almost any- 
where leading out of the city. 

In draught horses three classes are 
most in favor in the East, the Clydes- 
dale, the Percheron and the Shire. Of 
these the Percheron is the best estab- 
lished breed, the Clydesdales come next 
and the Shires last. By best establish- 
ed we mean that the breed has been 
longer maintained pure than the others. 
What we ordinarily call a Percheron is 
properly a Norman-Percheron, and is 
the product of breeding between the 
stocky, sturdy and active horses of Ln 
Perche in France and the heavy and 
sluggish stock known as the Flanders 
breed. The large dapple greys, with 
which we are all familiar, that is the 
stock which is traced to the importa- 
tions made by Dunham of Illinois, are 
all Norman-Pereherons. Tin? true Per- 
cheron is a smaller horse than the cross- 
bred, but he is very strong and active. 
His feet are always well formed, where- 
in ho differs from the others. I lis legs 
are Hat and lie usually stands with his 
feet well under him. Easily kept and 
gentle, it is hard to find anything better 
than a pure bred Percheron for draught 
purposes. It is worth mentioning in this 
connection that a Percheron stud book is 
of very little value, so far as it relates 
to imported animals. The book was 
started a few years ago in response to 
the American demand for certified pedi- 
grees. The Percheron is a very ancient 
breed of horses and has been inbred in 
La Perche ever since the Crusades. 

The Clydesdale is a comparatively mod 
crn breed. It grew up in the Clyde val- 
ley during the last hundred years and 
was due to th" judicious selection of sires 
and good nourishment upon excellent 
pasture. A century has sufficed to evolve 
a type of animal that faithfully re- 
produces its characteristics in each suc- 
ceeding generation, Some of the Clydes- 
dale families are as active as the true 
Percheron, but: the majority of them 
are less so. A first class Clydesdale is- 
probably unsurpassed in the f.vorld as a 
draught horse. 

The Shires have not long been recogniz- 
ed as an independent family. In point 
of fact they are the old English cart 
horses and it is only within the last 
twenty-live years that any effort has been 
made to preserve pedigrees, while the 
stud book is even newer, Strength is the 
distinguishing feature of the Shire horse.' 
As a rule he is sluggish in his move- 
ments. He thrives best in a climate like 
that of the coast of British Columbia, 
wherein he differs from the Clydesdale, 
which, like the Ayrshire stock of cattle, 
seems to do well anywhere. 

Excellent results are obtained by cross- 
ing these breeds, hut it is not desirable 
to select cross-bred sires. It is a safe 
rule to follow in breeding all kinds of 
stock that the sire should be pure bred 
in his line. Many disappointments re- 
sult from disregard of ihis principle. 
But important as the breeding of ani- 
mals is, the question of feeding is scarce- 
ly secondary, The best types of the lead- 
ing breeds are the products not only of 
careful selection, hut of judicious feed- 
ing. Farmers in all parts of the world 
have constantly to be reminded that 
without good feeil and care it is hopeless 
to expect good results from good breed- 



ing. Indeed highly bred stock suffers 
niCTC I'roui neglect than any other, while 
even very common-bred animals will, if 
well handled, produce excellent results. 
There is always a good demand for good 
draught horses, and nowhere in Canada 
can they he raised more cheaply than in 
Western British Columbia. We are 
therefore glad to join, with our Vancou- 
ver contemporary in urging this subject 
upon the attention of farmers. Wo shall 
speak of the different varieties of cattle 
in another article. 



FRANCE AND CHEAT BRITAIN. 

The resignation of the French govern- 
ment Introduces a new feature into the 
Fashoda affair. There will be some de- 
lay, and perhaps delay is not undesir- 
able. During the last few days there 
have been signs that the temper of the 
French people was becoming more mod- 
erate, and the more tin; question is con- 
sidered, the more likelihood there is of 
a decision that the claims first put for- 
ward its to the rights derived from Mar- 
chand's expedition must lie abandoned as 
untenable. Any ministry taking office in. 
Trance under existing conditions will 
find itself greatly hampered as to its 
foreign policy by the unsettled state of 
things at home, It: is true that a foreign 
war has been before now the resort of 
French statesmen in times of domestic 
discord, but there is no leader in evi- 
dence, whom the country would be dis 
posed to follow with confidence in such 
a policy. The contrast with Great Bri 
tain at this crisis is remarkable. The 
British people present: a united front. 
Salisbury has behind him the whole Em- 
pire, The last penny and the last: man 
are at his disposal, if required, to defend 
the national honor. If war should com< 
and reverses should occur, there would 
ho no reason for the British government 
to fear popular uprisings. On the eon 
trary, no one knows better than the 
French government Hint, if any great, dis 
aster should befall the fleet, the life of 
the republic would not be worth an 
hour's purchase. 

A war with France would be almost 
exclusively n naval affair. There is prac- 
tically nothing which the French army 
could do as Jong ns the British navy con- 
trolled the ocean. The superiority of the 
British navy over that of France is so 
great that, barring accidents, a conflict 
between them would be as one-sided a 
that between the United States and 
Spain. The French people are not blind 
to this, and they will not be in haste to 
risk the loss of their fleet. Therefor 
we believe that the longer they have 
think over the matter, the less they will 
lie inclined to regard the prospect of war 
as desirable. 

On the other hand, account must nl 
ways be taken of the inflammable char 
actor of the French people, anil, oddly 
enough. the British people are them 
selves in a frame of mind that will not 
permit the government to delay very 
much in bringing the matter to a head 
There is no race in the world that wil 
do more to keep out of a fight than our 
own: but there is also none that more 
quickly resents being imposed upon. Yet 
tho incoming French ministry can very 
properly ask Lord Salisbury for SuBlci 
out time to pick up the threads of the 
discussion, and the British people will 
i. ot be so unreasonable as not to con 
cede it.

line must be discarded — and sometime 
it is not. A funny example of thl 
occurred in the Toronto Clone about a 
week ago, and gave the Mail and 
Empire tho excuse for an amusing, i 
rather bitter, attack. The Globe, in it 
reply, purposely inserted a number of 
such lines, with a very humorous effect 
The use of linotypes has also led to tin 
frequent transposition of lines in all 
newspapers. This is one of the disnd 
VMitages of using lines, instead of let 
ters. 



A correspondent refers to tie 1 extra 
ordinary performance to which the audi- 
ence in the Victoria theatre were treated 
on Tuesday night by the leader of th 
orchestra. Mr. Jamieson will probably 
nii.c care that nothing of the kind occurs 
again, and the only reason for permit 
ting any reference to it. is to draw niton 
■ion to the weakness of the orchestra. 
The Colonist bus been asked several 
times to speak of this, but has deferred 
doing so. The orchestra, of the Vic- 
toria theatre was once one of its attrac- 
tions, but lately it has neon allowed to 
depreciate. The individual musicians 
are good enough, but the combination of 
instruments is not satisfactory. An 
effective orchestra would add very much 
to the attractiveness of our principal 
place of amusement. 



There is something in the point made 
by the Nelson Minor, apropos of the 
refusal of the Dominion government to 
investigate the Yukon charges until they 
were printed in the London Times, that 
the Canadian press has written itself 
into such a position that its Influence Is 
weakened. Serious charges are much 
too lightly made in party papers. 



Rosslaml claims That it is the proper 
place in the province for the location of 
a school of mines. We are unable to 
understand the logic of this proposition. 
Re-sslaud 1ms mines and very good ones, 
but so has Nelson, so has Sandoa, so has 
Barkerville, so has Atlin Lake, so has 
Nanaimo, so has Wellington, so has 
Union, so has Alberni, so have a dozen 
other places. If the fact that a locality 
has mines is an argument for the estab- 
lishment of a school of mines there at 
the public expense, the number of com- 
petitors will be legion. The proper place 
for a school of mines is Victoria, the 
capital of the province, which ought also 
to bs the headquarters of the education- 
al system.

A JUDICIAL INNOVATION, 
c His Honor Judge Spinks, in the 31c- 
Millan assault case, introduced a novel 
method of dealing with one accused of 
a serious charge. McMillan was com- 
mitted for trial by the police magistrate 
who allowed bail in $3,000. McMillan 
went to A r ernon, appeared before Judge 
Spinks and elected speedy trial. The 
judge allowed a cash bail of $21)0 which 
amount was deposited by McMillan and 
he was allowed his liberty pending the 
trial. On the day of trial McMillan made 
his appearance, listened attentively to 
the strong ease made against him by the 
Crown. He decided that as the charge 
was proven and that in all probability his 
sentence would represent in dollars and 
cents more than $200, the cheapest and 
most convenient policy would be to walk 
across the international boundary line. 
McMillan got out of the difficulty very 
cheaply. His case from the lime he left 
the control of the police magistrate w:>-j 
a travesty upon the proper administra- 
tion of justice.-. McMillan can easily 
stand the loss of $200 but the reputa- 
tion of British Columbia courts cannot I 
stand many such cases. Whether Mc- 
Millan's cash bail can be estreated is a 
moot question. lie delivered himself "to 
the officers of the court on the day of 
trial. We do not know that, the same 
bail could be held against bis appearance 
after having once placed himself in the 
custody of the court.— Boundary Creek 
Times.

TRANSPORTATION. 
Transportation is the question, says 
Israel Tarte, and to this question the 
government is applying itself. This 
sounds very statesmanlike. But the im- 
portance of transportation was recog- 
nized long before Israel Tnrte turned 
Queen's evidence in order to kill his 
benefactor, MeGreevy. The late gov- 
ernment provided the railways and pro- 
ceeded to deepen the harbors and the 
canals. Whenever the transportation 
issue is touched nowadays there is a 
scandtll brewing. Israel gave us the 
Drummond as an addition to our trans- 
portation facilities, and some of his 
friends were to profit to the tune of a 
million by the transaction. His col- 
leagues gave us the Crow's Xest rail- 
way, and here Globe directors got a 
part of the lanjl subsidy valued at a 
million and a half. The Montreal har- 
bor is to be dealt with for transporta- 
tion purposes at our expense, and inure 
of Israel's friends are to wax rich. The 
Montreal Witness describes them as 
vultures. A great: question is the trans- 
portation question, but, when it includes 
the transportation of public money to 
private pockets it becomes a curse. — 
Toronto Mail and Empire. 

BRITISH COLUMBIA OX TRIAL. 

It is natural that tho British Columbia 
press should endeavor to make the most 
of the discoveries of gold at. Atlin lake, 
just south of the boundary which sep- 
arates the province from the Yukon. The 
Indications are certainly promising, but 
it is evident that sufficient work has 
not yet been done to justify any confi- 
dent, prophesying. British Columbia 
mining laws allow a man to take up n 
100 foot claim on every creek, and the 
prospectors have evidently applied their 
energy more to the accumulation of 
claims than to seeing what was in them. 
British Columbia people have held that 
if their mining laws had been in force in 
the Yukon, there would have been none 
of the present trouble and dissatisfac- 
tion. They have now the opportunity ot 
putting their assertion to the proof. — 
Montreal Gazette.

THE OTHER SIDE. 

Friends of the Fisherman Antonii 
Regard Him as Injured. 

There is an old axiom that one side of 
every story is conclusive until the other 
side is told, and this is said by friends 
of the defendant to apply particularly 
to the case of the Italian fisherman, 
Antonio Tadie, whose boat, net and 
catch were taken possession of on Mon- 
day last by the department of fisheries 
ollieinls. 

It was stated- ait the time, the informa- 
tion emanating from the department as 
published in the evening paper, that An- 
tonio had been " breaking more regula- 
tions made by the Dominion fisheries 
department than falls to the lot of many 
men." These were specified as fishing 
in the basin of Victoria Arm during pro- 
scribed hours, fishing with an unlawful 
seine net, fishing within a prohibited 
area, having his net fixed instead of 
drifting, and, last of all, allowing the 
net to occupy much more water than the 
regulations permit. 

The fish seized were accordingly sold 
by the authorities, and flic net and boat 
are held, pending the decision of the 
case at Ottawa. In the meantime, 
Antonio finds himself without boat or 
means of pursuing his precarious and 
none too profitable calling, helpless to 
secure the necessaries of life for himself 
and bis family. He appealed to the 
departmental authorities, be says, to 
allow him the use of the boat at least, 
so that he might secure food for his 
family, but was assured that such a 
thing was not contemplated by the regu- 
lations — and, therefore, impossible. 

Yesterday another side of the story 
was related by an acquaintance of the 
accused Italian, who called at the Colo- 
nist office to protest. lie is himself an 
expert on fish laws and the habits of 
the tinny tribe, and knows whereof he 
speaks in matters of regulation. Refer- 
ring to the published reference to the 
Tadie case, he wished, he said, to enter 
an emphatic denial of the statements 
made to the injury of the fisherman. In 
the first place, he said, the man had a 
proper license. Secondly, his net was 
u it a seine net, but a proper salmon gill 
drift net. Thirdly, his boat was quite 
in order, anil fourthly he was fishing in 
tidal waters and at the proper time as 
prescribed by the act. 

"The fisherman, unfortunately, is not 
an educated man," he continued, "and 
speaks a foreign language, so that he 
stands at a great disadvantage. He 
cannot now obtain even his boat to fish 
in other branches in order to provide 
for his family. It is sincerely to be 
hoped that the public will watch this 
case closely and see that an injured man 
receives justice." 

The sumo gentleman expresses him- 
self as convinced that if the local fish- 
eries officers would devote their atten- 
tion to the depopulation of the harbor 
and arm of their fish through tile pollu- 
tion of their waters, good would result. 
It was alleged that in consequence of 
refuse being permitted to enter the har- 
bor waters, the fish were deserting them, 



and even salmon trolling at the entrance 
of die harbor rendered monotonously in- 
effective. 

Mr. John McNahb, inspector of fisher- 
ies, arrived from New Westminster last, 
evening and will to-day hold an enquiry 
into the charges against the Italian fish- 
erman. 



GROWN IN BRITISH COLUMBIA. 

Fine Specimens of Grain, Fruit, Broom, 
Corn and Tobacco at the Agri- 
cultural Department. 

Specimens of grain, threshed and in 
tlit?- straw, have been secured by the de- 
partment of agriculture for the benefit 
of visitors who are enquiring about, the 
agricultural possibilities of the province. 
There lire also to be seen, preserved in 
bottles, fruits from the various exhibi- 
tions which have lately taken place, and 
as samples of what, can be raised in 
British Columbia, they certainly are 
worth an inspection. The grain in straw 
sent by Mr. A. .1. Cumings, of Salmon 
Arm, is exceptionally good, and the In- 
dian and broom corn from Kelowna is. 
some of it, 14 feet in length. The pro- 
duction of broom corn in this province 
has never before been attempted, and 
there seems to be no reason why it 
should not develop into a lucrative 
branch of farming.

Specimens of to- 
bacco grown at Kelowna and of the 
cigars manufactured from it are also to 
be seen, the quality of the cigars being 
pronounced by those qualified to judge 
as far superior to any other manufac- 
tured from home-grown tobacco.

Washington, D. C, Oct. 0.— How to obtain 
the greatest possible amount of physical 
strength directly from diet: 

This problem Is by no means new. Yet 
It Is one which just now turns up on 
the scientific calendar to be probed by 
strictly novel methods'. It Is the subject of 
an extensive government inquiry whose 
revelations will be alike valuable to train- 
ed athletes and ordinary men and women 
ambitious for sufficient physical strength 
for dully Industry. Alarmists continue ot 
bewail tbe fate of man, whom they Bne 
degenerating Into the composite mental 
giant and physical dwarf. Man is dally 
putting that Into his mouth which steals 
away bin body, and Is living to eat, rather 
than eating to live, others say. Uncle 
Sam some months ago wearied of such In- 
vectives and others cast particularly by 
foreign friends, In effect that he Is Justly 
caricatured with tho leanness ami lank! 
ness and leathery skin of the dyspeptic, 
put an Impatient hand Into his capacious 
Inside pocket, and drew forth a lump sum. 
to be appropriated for careful Investigation 
of the dietary habits of bis "Yankee Pigs." 

A corps of efficient dletarlnns uiul chem- 
ists were straightway employed under the 
agricultural department for the purpose. 
'Several classes of American citizens have 
initially fallen within tbe scope of the in- 
quiry. Lately the well directed minds of 
these savants, have penetrated Into Holds 
utterly new In search of much needed facts 
bearing upon the unknown relationship be- 
tween food partaking and muscle forming. 
All sorts of ' trained athletes are being 
brought In range of tbe Inquisitive eyes of 
these ilelvers for knowledge. Tbe list al- 
ready Includes football players, oarsmen, 
pedestrians, bicycle riders and others 
training in various fields. There Is a de- 
mand for subjects of any class about to 
perform unusual muscular exertion and 
willing to contribute a small fraction of 
their time to tho noble cause of science. 
Thus far, those so consenting have been 
studied while In training, and, therefore, in 
what they consider the . prime of. their 
physical power. A sort of government quar- 
antine is established around the cuisine 
and filling quarters of the subjects, and 
the Investigators In charge exlimjuo all 
food, liquid or solid, which crosses tho line 
cither way. As long, u period as mutually 
convenient, usually n'week o,- two at least, 
Is devoted to each investigation. Some 
Individuals or clubs require that their 
mimes be kept secret lest competitors In 
the sumo field profit by their training' 
methods. Tho dietary specialist la charge 
brings with him a pair of delicately gradu- 
ated weighing scales, lie records exactly 
now much food of all varieties Is on baud 
at the beginning ot the Investigation. 
'Every morsel added to the supply there- 
after, during the period of examination, 
Is us strictly accounted for in hjs note- 
book. Samples are cut frcni all foods 
eaten, placed In glass jars, dried In a 
contrivance made for the purpose, ground 
into powder for convenience, and after- 
wards analyzed. Every ounce of waste 
matter left upon the dishes and plates of 
tho training table at each meal and 
scraps and kitchen refuse— In fact, every 
ounce of matter bought and not actually 
eaten, Is carefully accounted for. Thtf 
weight of this is deducted from that of 
the original food bought. The result is 
itemized to show tho exact quantity . or', 
each variety oaten by each subject. Thh I ". U ' M 
is divided by the number of outers to lind 



strictly as described, above. Sinrdow ate 
at tho rate of 177 ounces of food per day. 
In twenty-four boors he consumed: Break- 
fast—Soup, potatoes,' veal,' pease,"' roitst 
beef, bread budding, cakes and beer. lim- 
ner—Oysters, soup, celery, fish; potatoes, 
oyster plant, pease, tomatoes, bread/ roast 
beef, chicken, ice cream, orange sherbet, 
cakes, butter and wine. Supper— Roast 
beef, rye bread, camembert cheese, water 
biscuit, cakes and beer. Though this menu 
appears more than bountiful, Saudow 
claimed that ho never eats as much as 
ho craves, and to this habit as well as 
to that of eating very slowly and chew- 
ing every morsel of food thoroughly, part- 
ly attributes bis gigantic strength, in 
one day, however, ho drank two-thirds of 
a pint of Burgundy and over live pints 
of beer. A Mile less than one pint of 
beer was taken for breakfast. All the 
flit of his meat he left upon his pi.ite. lie 
adhered to bis usual custom of resting 
after midnight, sleeping almost until noon, 
eating breakfast at uoon, dinner ut ti 
and supper about midnight. 

Similar data has Ueen collected concern- 
ing a professional pedestrian named 
Schmehl. We walked 300 miles In 142 
hours, 17 minutes and ."> seconds; Ou'/i hours 
were actually spent, in walking, the re- 
mainder m resting. The average time for 
each m'le was 11V4 minutes, or ut the rate 
of 83-1-3 miles per day. During this time 
ho ate rare boot steak, beef tea ami eggs 
and drank porter, champagne and seltzer 
water. Weston, another professional pedes- ; 
triun, walked 317Vj miles In live days and 
ninety-two miles In "lie day. He ate 
during this time beef extract, oatmeal 
gruel ami raw eggs nod drank brandy and 
champagne. 

Careful studies have also been made of 
college football players in training. In 
tho early days they were made to diet 
upon raw beef, aud prescribed quantities 
of water, besides a very limited bill of 
rare. Theories as to proper training of 
athletes for such heavy work eeem, how- 
over, to have become thoroughly revolution- 
ized. At the modern college training table, 
the football player Is given roast beef, Iamb 
chops, roast lamb, beef steak, broiled 
chicken, oatmeal, rice, mush, potatoes, 
boiled, baked or stewed, fresh vegetables 
lu season, stale bread, eggs, dry toast, 
apple sauce, baked apples, prunes, grapes, 
oranges, figs, dates and fresh fruits (ex- 
cepting raw apples), anil rice or bread 
pudding. Ties, ' cakes, salads, pork, veal, 
rich dressings, fried food of any kind, Ice 
cream, confectionery, soda water or other 
' soft drinks," ten, coffee, chocolate ami 08-' 
peelullv nil drinks containing alcohol 'are 
forbidden.

If, 
however, you wish to Indulge In a con 
Bldcrnblo dally exercise, or perform all- 
day work which is uniformly heavy, hut 
at" no time very intense, select a diet rich 
in carbo-hydrates, fats and mineral mat- 
ter. Protein forms and keeps in repair 
tbe muscles and tendons. It Is found In the

Th 
carbo-hydrates are transformed, in the 
body, Into fat.

The fat eaten 
with food is transformed into fatty tissues 
and is, of course, found in the fat of 
butter, olive oils, oils of corn, 
heat, etc. The mineral constituents 
rot in bone and assist digestion. They con- 
sist of the phospatcs of lime, potash, soils, 
etc. A diet rich In protein therefore should 
consist chiefly of lean meat, tlsb, eggs and 
milk. Potatoes, breads and foods made 
mostly from cereals are rich In carbo- 
hydrates. Greasy foods are rich in fats.

The theory l> that In this Instru- 
ment matter undergoes much the same 
process as during combustion In the stom- 
ach, tlie furnace which burns the fuel 
necessary for running the human engine. 
Thus we' have an engine which burns many 
different kinds of fuel for various pur- 
poses We also have menus of analyzing 
the fuel of life and of determining the 
force which It imparts to the valves and 
levers of the body when burning. 

In some experiments the subjects Is im- 
prisoned In mi air-tight gymnasium of di- 
minutive dimensions, for days at a time. 
Part of this period be rests and tho other 
pari he exercises with chest weights or 
rides a stationary wheel. All beat given 
off by (he body during this time Is auto- 
matically measured, ami all gases exhaled 
are weighed aud analyzed. All food passed 
in through a valve lu the side Is strictly 
■mounted for, as well as all waste matter 
not eaten and not retained. Such tests 
are demonstrating that when men take ex- 
eretne their eystums use much more food 
Ibaii when they rest. This contrivance Is 
so delicate that, it will measure the In- 
finitely small amount of heat produced by 
such an Infinitely simple exertion as a 
man rising from his chair and resuming 11 
Iniiiii dlately afterwards. 

Perhaps the most Interesting experiment 
was that made with c. W. Miller, n pro 
fesslonnl bicyclist, who races lu many 
cities. During the study lie covered 
i a track between Monday 
urdny night, or about 380 
During tliis lime he ate 

row OggS, boiled eggs. 
! and similar roods, fruits 
o alcohol. Kumiss, being 
of course contained all 
Hie nourishment or milk. The work done 

wjis found to 1 qulvnleni to one-fifth 

horse-power all of the time. This expendi- 
ture of force was kept up twenty-two hours 
a iday, twice the hard worklngmau's period 
of labor, and tbe food necessary to satisfy 
the stomach was found to be double that 
needed by tbe average working num. One- 
half of this went to furnish the force ex- 
pended in propelling the wheel, and the 
other half e for operating the other muck- 
taxed machinery of tho body and keeping 
it lu good repair. Miller was found to lose 
but \Vi pounds, remarkably small consid- 
ering the work performed. Jfr. Bryant, 
the export In charge of the Investigation, 
considers the data of such Importance 
that he has communicated It to tho As 
soclatlon for the Advancement of Sci- 
ence. 

Another study was devoted to the boat 
crews of Harvard and Yale during their 
scrupulous training just previous to tbe 
recent race. The crows were studied, first 
separately ut their respective universities, 
and later while they were together at Now 
London. Tbe investigation lasted a mouth 
ami was strictly confidential. 

Another Investigation of great Interest 
was made with the assistance of Sandow, 
tho famous giant of strength. Arrange- 
ments were made with the culinary depart- 
ment .'of Mr. Sandow's hotel, with bis con- 
sent, to have every, Item of his food eaten 
or! rejected, ilurlug thot.tourso of tho In- 
vestigation, weighed and accounted for as

examined 181 grams. Weston, the pedes 
trlnn, allowed himself but 8:! grams a day 
during his walking, but for a period after 
his exertion took the same as the rootlmll 
player.

HAND AND" MACHINE LABOR. 

Investigations Made by the United 
States Labor Commissioner. 

Washington, Oct. 10.— the result of a 
thorough investigation ordered by Con- 
gress, and just, completed, showing the 
effects of machinery on labor and inci- 
dental questions, constitute., the thir- 
teenth annual report of the commis- 
sioner of labor: The statistics of cost 
reported involve only the actual labor 
expense. Tho report goes into details, 
and among other things says: 

"There would be no quarrel with the 
conclusion that machinery has lowered 
the cost of products, and when it is 
known that under the machine method 
there is tin increased demand for labor, 
as a rule, (he bearing of the supply of 
labor becomes problematical. Some- 
times there is a lack, oftentimes a sur- 
plus of labor. The statistical method, 



us in the effect upon 'wages, becomes in- 
dicative of the truth, and to tjiose who 
believe machinery has, in general,' low- 
ered cost, conclusive. Tho statistics 
presented make evident that there bus 
been n largo increase in the number of 
persons required for the production of 
the articles considered, in order to meet 
present demands, than was necessary to 
meet the demands upon the hand labor 
system. 

"One interesting result is to show- 
how extensive is the hand method of 
production even now. Hand methods 
are going out of use. It lias been im- 
possible to summarize general results so 
as to show the displacement and expan- 
sion of labor in the various directions. 
The statistics presented, however, con- 
sider each operation and process of labor 
separately. In agriculture the figures 
show, among other things, that under 
the primitive methods, the time required 
for plowing one acre of ground varied 
from live to eight hours, and under the 
modern from live to seven hours and 
forty-two minutes, where two horses 
wore used, arid from three hours and 
four minutes to six hours and forty min- 
utes with three horses. The ten hours 
required under the earlier method where 
two oxen drew tho ordinary steel plow, 
were reduced to six hours and forty 
minutes by one modern method, and ttvei 
hours under another, where horses drew 
u similar plow. '■ 

" Fertili-' 1 .- "round '"•-.aired 25 hours 
under t'„ • eaiH.T wagon and shovel 
niethe , nut. one hour by the modern 
drill, In djgging trees, the machine in 
gcnei..' reduced the time between one- 
seventh and olie-thlrteenth of the old 
time, nnd in small grain harvesting the 
self-binder has reduced the time for cut- 
ting, binding ami shocking to about, one- 
eighth of that imiler the primitive sys- 
tem. In thro suing, the ratio of time 
used Is more than 32 to 1 in favor of 
the machine. In corn planting the old 
method tool; nearly six times as long. 
One of the comparisons shows the manu- 
facture of 1,000 one-pound loaves of 
bread is reduced in cost from $5.50 to 
$1.55, and in time from eighteen hours 
to eight hours. In making 500 pounds 
of dairy butter, machinery cut the cost 
down from $10.60 to $1.78, and from 12a 
to 12 hours. 

"In dinmond-cutting, machinery has 
reduced the time for four three-carats 
from 1112 to H!) hours, but. increased the 
cost from $14.84 to $20.2,5. In litho- 
graphing the cost is cut from $92.87-ner 
1.000 copies of a specified size to $8.7o, 
and time from 1(30 to 30 hours,

THE RETAIL MARKETS. 

Heavy Shipments of Fruit from riillll- 
wack— Eastern Apples on the Way. 

Tills week has seen some very largo con- 
signments of Cliilllwnck apples reach the 
market In good condition. The demand 
for them is steadily Increasing, until now 
It Is twenty per cent, more than it was 
at this season last year. The fruit Is of 
II good Arm quality, and being nicely box- 
ed will Bnd a profitable market anywhere 
against the California or Eastern varieties. 
A carload or two of the latter are already 
en route to the Coast. What they will 
bring retiillr Is- not yet known, but It Is 
said that from $5 to $5.50 per barrel whole- 
sale Is being paid for them, not, of course, 
in Eastern Gnnadu, but on their delivery 
hero, the railroad (barges being one of 
the heaviest expense In handling them. 
Mutton still advances, being quoted now 
at to in cents per pound by tho carcase 
Fresh eggs are scarce at 48 cents a dozen. 
Little produce has started to come down 
from the Eraser, but from present Indica- 
tions It seems as if the threatened buy 
famine Is now a long way off. Farmers 
generally arc busy plowing In the Eraser 
Valley, as on the Island, and for tills reu- 
! sen they ace doing little marketing,

HOW TO COOK LAMB. 

To select lamb at Its best, note that 
the Juglar vein at the neck Is ruddy and 
linn; that the kidney Is linn nnd compact 
to the touch, and that the knuckle part 
is rigid, says the Philadelphia Times. 
Lamb Is not a good meat to keep, ns 
the llesli is so juicy nnd liable to spoil 
with Its own moisture. It should be fre- 
quently wiped with n clean, dry cloth, If 
it is not cooked speedily. Lamb Is divided 
Into the ribs, breast, shoulder, loin, leg nud 
fore-quarters. 

Lamb Cutlets nnd Spinach.— Order some 
nice cutlets to be eut from a nock of 
lamb, trim on* neatly all the fat and skin, 
nnd scrape the bones quite clean nt. the 
top. Brush each cutlet over with beaten 
egg, roil them In light bread crumbs, nnd 
season with the usual condiments., Pry In 
boiling, fat over u quick lire, and turn 
frequently, su that all skies may be done 
alike. Drain 011 clean blotting paper be- 
fore the tire,' then serve on u bed of pre- 
viously cooked hot spinach. 

Lamb nnd Rico Cutlets.— Wash two 
ounces of best Patnn rice, ami boll till 
tender In about a pint of weak stock: 
also boll one .small onion separately, and 
chop it finely. Add 11 quarter o' a pound 
of finely minced cold Iamb, nn ounce of 
chopped beef suet, one ounce of bread 
crumbs, the cooked onion and seasonings 
or salt, pepper, und chopped parsley, to 
the rice and stock: mix well By stirring, 
and cook together for a few minutes. 
Then turn out on an open dish to cool; 
when cooling form In snmll cutlets, egg nnd 
bread crumb each, nnd Cry In plenty of 
hot fat till they become of a light brown 
hue. Serve daintily With a garnish of 
friend parsley upon a lace papered dish. 

Sweetbreads en' Lamb.— Those make a 
nice entree dish. Take six lamb sweet- 
breads, wash and trim these, and Bet to 
soak In cold water for quite two hours. 
Then scald tliem la salted boiling water 
for three minutes und put them nslde to 
get cool. Fry them In nn ounce of but- 
ter till colored nnd set In a stewpan with 
half a plat of clear chicken broth; ndd a 
small quantity of each of pepper, salt and 
chopped parsley, a pinch of sugar and 
about six to eight mushrooms. Stew for 
twenty minutes and serve In their own 
snuce, 

"ICnhebs."— Prepare this tasty Indian 
dish In the following manner: Mince mw- 
ly a pound of lamb and mix In with It 11 
tnblespoonful of ground onion, a tea- 
spoonful of «;urry powder (procurable now 
nt any grocer's), a teaspoonful of mixed 
spices, nnd nlmost H'bs than a qnnrter of 
a teaspoonful of Nepnul pepper. Make Into 
a paste with beaten eggs and season with 
suit; shake tho mixture into very small, 
lint, round cakes, about the size of a half- 
crown piece, nnd then fry In boiling lard 
until quite brown nnd crisp on both sides. 
Drain free from grease and serve In 
batches of six, strung together on very 
tlii 11 skewers. Well-cooked rice or snow 
potatoes admirably accompany this en- 
tree.

L1WM WATER AS A DISINFECTANT. 

The value of lime water as a purifier, e. 
disinfectant aud a germicide Is not gen- 
erally known, eays it. Crowe, assistant 
dairy expert in Victoria, Australia. Its 
ailaptahllity for use In dairying places It 
far abend of other things on that Hue. 
1'ho chief points of advantage nre In 
cheapness, ease of application, efficiency 
mad harmlossness; for it is not poisonous, 
as many disinfectants are. No remedy Is 
known that will permanently sweeten a 
badly contaminated churn which should 
be destroyed. To prevent a churn from 
going off, It should be Oiled periodically, 
say once n week, right up to the top with 
lime water und let It stand over night. 
This water may be used again to wash 
walls, floors, etc. 

To make lime water put a quantity Of 
Unslacked lime In a' tank or barrel. Fill 
up with water, then stir well. After set- 
tling the water will be clear, with a schui 
(carbonate of lime) on the surface, Use 
the clear water without disturbing the lime 
lu the bottom. When emptied nil up again 
With water and stir, then leave to settle 
nud so on. The quantity of lime may serve 
for ninny fillings of the vessel with water. 
As long as the carbonate of lime appears 
oa the surface after settling It niny be con- 
sidered of sufficient strength. Every fac- 
tory should have a tank In 11 high position 
with taps liiid oa to places required'. Lime 
water should be used by all milk suppliers 
to rinse buckets and milk onus after clean- 
ing. The cause of milk turning sour In 
cans quickly Is often on account of . the 
bacterial starter left In the vessels used, 
A simple experiment will demonstrate this 
to be true. Rinse one can, after cleaning, 
with lime water, and after leaving the 
cover on for some time compare with an- 
other which lias not been rinsed with lime 
wotcr, leaving the cover .on this also. 
Again, If we take two cans, one- cleaned In 
the former wny and one in the hitter, It 
will be found that milk will keep much 
better In the one treated with lime than 
In the other. 

MARKETING FRUIT, 
Admit ting that the trees or orchards have 
received that care they are entitled to and 
necessary to produce choice fruit, the pick- 
ing of the same calls for the exercise of 
the greatest cure and precaution, says P. 
M. Klelv in the Proceedings of the Ameri- 
can Pomologlcal Society. The slightest 
bruise, which is hardly visible when lenv 
lug the shipper's hands, shows up at lies 
t luatlon nn ugly blotch, n discolored sue 
In which decay has sometimes Bet In. The 
sale of the package Is already damaged. 
If the packages are roughly or hurriedly 
handled, ns is often the ease, the situation 
becomes mnctl worse. If a shipper bad the 
time and menus to spare to visit Ills mar- 
ket while his fruit was coming In he would 
realize the force of thcRo remarks and often 
acquire some valuable pointers. 

There Is a needed tendency toward snml 
ler and neater packages for fruits. In ad 
nil Ion to getting nearer the wants of the 
consumer, the fruits nre not subject to the 
Injury they nre exposed to in large pack- 
ages, where the ripe nre crushed by the 
greener ones. A light, attractive package 
helps to no small extent In the snlo of the 
contents. The cost of the packages Is no 
longer n big expense. The decline hns 
kept pace with the decline In values of 
fruit, and new nnd Improved machinery In- 
sures still lower, prices for many of the 
packages necessary. 

Conceding that the grower has done his 
duty so far in raising, picking niul pack- 
ing the fruit, tho next sten Is tile best 
market. n<id last, but not least, tho 11 nn 
selected to ship to. Tlie alluring nnd neat- 
ly worded circulars have led many ship- 
pers astray. Big figures, too, often prove 
a bait that many can not resist. Every 
big market lias plenty of firms who nre on- 
tirelv satisfied with their legitimate enm- 
missions, to whom the grower can ship 
without assuming any risk. Beware of the 
big. windy circulars that promise every- 
thing nnd the llrms that send them out. 
USING INSECT POWDER. 
More chickens nre killed through the rnv 
nges of vermin than frnm all the diseases 
put. together, says the Farm and Fireside. 
The birds nre so weakened by these pests 
that they are very susceptible to many ail- 
ments, ii ml where chickens have been prae- 
tlcaly killed by lice, in some cases the gnl- 
ducf of the liver was very full. When 
chickens have many vermin upon them 
their feathers usually look a little rough, 
eyes pale and sunken, and there Is a line 
underneath the eye which gives the bird 
a peculiar appearance— as If the beak were 
too long for the bond (crow-head) and the 
wings too long for the body. Even when the 
"hicks nppenr strong nnd healthy It is well 
to catch one or two occasional ly and ex 
amine them very closely, and If there nre 
the lenst signs they should bo well dusted 
with Insect powder. Those which lanve n 
large number of vermin upon them should 
bo dusted with Insect powder twice, the 
second time from tlvo to seven days after 
the first dressing, also at the same time 
Applying a few drops of sweet oil on the 
hen ds. 

When (lusting (lie chicken place a large 
sheet of paper on a table and lny tho bird 
on Its back; then pnrt the feathers nnd 
shake the powder well In, so flint the 
whole of the skin Is covered with It. Turn 
the bird over nnd rah the preparation well 
Into tho ends of the (lights among the 
quills. After they have been well dusted 
with the powder It should bo knocked off 
the surface of the feathers with 1hc band, 
onto the paper, so that none Is wasted.

In L'Unlon Medlcale remarks 
upon the fact that, as a general rule, 
obesity Is more frequent In cold climates 
than In hot, the Inhabitants of tho extreme 
north become very fat from the great 
absorption of fatty foods, oils, etc., this 
superabundance of such food, with the 
Increasing use of alcohol, and a more 
Indoor life, favoring the production of fat 
On the other hand, 1 the Inhabitants of the 
torrid zone, who live on a scant fruit 
diet and exorcise constantly In tho open 
air, rarely fatten.- Again, while all au- 
thorities agree thnt alimentation ploys n 
strong part In obesity, opinions vary as to 
the particular foods. 

In the normal nutrition, Tho fats Intro- 
duced Into the alimentary canals are 
broken up Into glycerine and fatty neidH, 
nnd the greater part Is oxidized hi the 
organism— body heat resulting from the 
combustion— while the small amount which 
escapes Immediate combustion accumu- 
lates lu the various tissues mid consti- 
tutes a reserve which can bo utilized when 
the supply of fat from without fails. If 
then, the foods are superabundant In 
amount, the equilibrium will be lost, nnd 
the fat will accumulate In the cellular 
tissues, causing obesity. 



ABOUT ONIONS. 

In Eastern countries, says the Philadel- 
phia Press, when the summer nrd its ton 
often prevalent epidemics are at their 
height, wise folk banish onions from their 
table and household, The reason Is that 
onions aro peculiarly susceptible to dis- 
ease germs, which they quickly seize nnd 
permanently retain.

Is an ex- 
cellent thing tr. place In a sick room hi 
which an Infectious disease is running Its 
course, ns It collects many germs that 
might otherwise do injury to those attend- 
ant upon the patient. Of course, hiicIi 
ah onlnii should be renewed twice dally, 
and those Unit have been used should 
Instantly bo burned In the henrl of n hot 
lire, so that none of the germs may es-

HOW TO IMPROVE OUlt CITY. 

Sir: The time for Colonel Prior's mucl 
talked of meeting Is at baud, nnd mnnj 
opinions have been expressed on the va- 
rious subjects of Interest; but beyond the 
preliminary one, that lie Is the right man 
to take the lead, and the general hop< 
that he may accomplish something, we up 
pear to be no nearer unanimity as to the 
best course of procedure than before 
though I fear many people have again been 
forced to the conclusion that the real trou 
hie after all lies not only In the composi- 
tion of the council, but in that of the prop 
erty holders, who, unfortunately for tin 
city's progress, can practically put the veto 
en everything. 

Some of us bad begun to hope that by 
this time they were all, as undoubtedly 
some are, pretty well agreed that if they 
only had a better class of men in council 
they would vote all reasonable funds to 
help them, but unfortunately we still hear 
that same unreasoning stubhornness, which 
practically says: "If by Increasing my 
tuxes live dollars u year I can reap five 
hundred, I won't do It." 

If the holders of such Ideas are found 
to be still In the majority, the sooner we 
know It the better: then the newest gen- 
eration which has been and still arc 
lag In here can follow the example of some 
or the merchants, and by getting a foot- 
hold In some more progressive town arrange 
to leave these mossbneks with their empty 
bouses nnd business blocks. 

I!ut it has often occurred to me strange 
that among the numerous letters, no one 
has suggested the possibility of Increasing 
the ordinary revenue; there is no doubt a 
great deal In the argument that the prop- 
erty holders have to pay the piper; then 
wfcy not levy heavier taxes on the non- 
property holders by Increasing the poll tax 
to ten dollars a year and levying a live dol- 
lar bicycle tax, also a heavier dog tax, only 
In cases where the owners do not pay 
property tax. People, young or old, who 
can afford ti.^se luxuries must be made t% 
realize the responsibilities of citizenship, 
and no doubt there are other ways of tax- 
ing the large body of non-property owners 
which can be devised without inflicting any 
undue hardships. How much do our well- 
paid school teachers and government of- 
ficials pay Into the city treasury? 

As to the harbor Beheme, great credit 
is undoubtedly due to Its painstaking pro- 
moter, and It would be a great thing for 
our city to have five million dollars put in 
circulation; hut as the success of the 
whole scheme depends entirely upon the 
reliability of the estimates of outlay and 
revenue, It seems nnfortunnte that the 
services of Borne entirely disinterested nnd 
thoroughly experienced civil engineer lias 
not been engaged by the city to check over 
and report on the matter; as, supposing it 
were started on the present basis, we might 
find, like the Manchester ship canal, that 
when we had taxed ourselves to the ut- 
most to raise five million dollars, it was 
practically wasted without another Ave mil- 
lions.

Sir: To' (lie most Indifferent observer 
the Victoria theatre lust evening it must 
have been apparent when the orchestra 
started up that something was radically 
wrong. Heretofore the complaint bus been 
general that the composition of the or- 
chestra was not all Hint could be desired, 
the paucity of strings causing a too brassy 
ensemble. However, last night the violin 
reigned supreme, rendering the efforts of 
the other musicians so Insignificant that 
they were visibly affected nnd retired. In 
Hie meantime the "soul of the orchestra" 
splendidly Isolated, continued to play an 
original selling to Dante's Inferno, replete 
with weird trills anil noisome fifths in the 
most abandoned fashion. Certainly the 
sounds were of no earthly type. Not to 
mince matters, ho was drunk— very drunk. 

Now, It appears to me, sir, that the in- 
terests of public morals demand that such 
a state of affairs should not occur again. 
In Victoria there are musicians In plenty 
full capable of taking their places in the 
theatre orchestra; and yet they have been 
passed over In favor of un untried new- 
comer.

THK riiOPOSED RIFLE RANGE. 

Sir: A public meeting Is announced to be 
held to-morrow evening at the opera house 
to eousider measures for the Improvement 
of Victoria. 

We are all agreed, I think, that the un 
kempt and slatternly aspect of tile streets 
of the city is a reproach to any community 
pretending to self-respect, and cannot be 
otherwise than Injurious to us in the eyes 
of strangers. 

It is not too much to say, without at all 
undervaluing Its commercial enterprise and 
success, that the present material condition 
of Victoria as a prosperous and happy city, 
is largely attributable to the fact that 
our situation is of great attractiveness, ns 
a place of residence, to those who are in 
a position to choose n home In the most 
inviting spot available, and that our fu 
ture, to a considerable extent, depends, not 
only upon our taking measures, which arc 
always available, to set our house in rea- 
sonable order, so that the business part or 
the city may be creditable to us, but still 
more upon our taking every possible care 
to preserve the treasures of beauty with 
which this place has been endowed by na- 
ture, and which, once destroyed, no art or 
money can restore. 

When one considers their names, It Is 
wonderful how many men of Independent 
menus live in Victoria from mere choice. 
It is snid truly that there Is no city In 
Canada In nnd immediately surrounding, 
which there Is available such beautiful re- 
sidential property. Nothing must be per- 
mitted which will ruin this splendid heri- 
tage. The community at large are really 
more Interested than the present owners 
tif the land. 

One of the most beautiful suburbs oi 
Victoria for residential purposes, whlcl 
also forms part of an unsurpassed land 
scape, Is the Oak Hay peninsula, which is 
skirted by the Coast road, nffordlng, ns we 
all know, a lovely drive. 

The Dominion militia authorities are cm- 
puwered by the Militia Act to enter upon 
any lauds and expropriate thent for the 
purpose of a rifle range, with the permis- 
sion of the minister of inllltln. 

Under this power the inllltln autborltl 
have surveyed as a rifle range a strip of 
land fifty yards wide, commencing near 
Oak liny* avenue, and between it nnd the 
bicycle track enclosure, known ns Oak Hay 
park; thence through that enclosure along 
the line of St. James street, at the back 
ot Mount linker hotel, neross the peninsula 
referred to, the line or lire passing out to 
sea ht right angles to the Oak Bay coast 
road as it runs around Shoal liny and cross- 
ing the track of steamers going between 
Trial Island and the shore. The? proposed 
butts are within 150 yards of the sen, the 



CIVIC TRANSACTIONS. 

Sir: The corporation's Income from civic 
taxes Is nbout ,fJ50,000; the population, 25,- 
000. Therefore each man, woman timl 
child pays the corporation $14 per annum. 
No wonder people do not want a family 
at this price. However, the children tnke 
it up again In free education. If the male 
population be taken at 7,000, then euch 
mnn has annually to pay fifty ($50) dollars, 
or over four dollars per mouth. This does 
not look like Victoria being taxed; less man 
pertains In places of like population I 

Some of the taxes which make up the 
amount are direct; others Indirect. The 
sale of corporation water brings in $52,000, 
or about two dollfrs per head per annum. 
Whereas the sale of wine and spirituous 
liquors realizes only ?17,^20, or about 
seventy cents per head. Who says Victoria 
Is not temperate! Were the corporation 
to undertake the liquor business they would 
make more, and the contrast might possibly 
be a little less startling! 

The taxes from land and improvements 
yields $170,244, or more than one- half of 
the total civic revenue, and this being paid 
by 3,054 people makes them pay annually 
about $5.S per head In round numbers, 
and In reality pays a little more than 
the Interest and sinking fund on the civic 
loans of Jfli.OOO.OOO. Thus, only about $171.- 
000 of the annual taxes are left for civic 
purposes. The unpaid tuxes on land have 
not been taken into consideration. 

Tile above, of course, are mere general 
averages, but, coming down to realities 
it will be found that many people pay 
comparatively no taxes at nil. provided 
they keep from the use of water and 
whiskey. The bulk of the luxes are pnld 
by less than five thousand people. Of 
course, the argument that the people gen- 
erally contribute to the land taxes Is 
not in practice tenable. Some owners pay 
large sums; others are but small contribu- 
tors to the revenue. That the lands— the 



theory being that the bullets will be stop- I 
ped on their way across the road and 0'it | 1 
to sea by the butts, and failing that by high 
ground and rocks, which lie In part behind 
but substantially to the east of the pro- 
posed butts, it is true that if the shooting 
were straight no one could be killed on 
the const road, but a man standing on the 
road GO feet to the west of the range is 
unprotected by the high ground. What I 
says Is, that if n man firing at 1,000 yards 
missed the target by 110 yards to the west 
he may miss the high ground Immediately 
behind nnd to the left of '.lie butts, and kill 
a man passing on the Coast road. Now, 
how tin- to The right of a straight line 
Will the lnuzzle of a rille have to be point- 
ed to accomplish that deviation of 30 yards 
ut a distance of 1,000 yards? Less than an 
Inch. Is this safe to those on the road? 
I say no. Apart from that, nothing short of 
boarding in the whole range with a high 
board fence would keep people from stray- 
ing upon If. from the woods and lands on 
each side of It. Tings, etc., could not bo 
seen from most points, nnd would be use- 
less. There nre several houses, occupied 
by families with small children, at about 
T>00 yards along the range and within a 
few yards of It. I own six acres lying 
along tlie sen on Shoal Bay in the line of 
lire. It Is largely high ground, and It 
Is proposed that It shall bo expropriated, 
receive the lire and save the public. Ir 
has upon It some of the most beautiful 
trees in Victoria, and, though I say it my- 
self, is an ideal spot. I Intended to build 
upon it. Judt across the road from me, 
nbout 50 yards from the centre or the line 
of lire. Dr. O. M. Jones is building on his 
place. 

Under the act I can go to arbitration on 
the question of compensation, and wouh 
probably make money on the transaction 
I do not wish to do so, upon the saun 
grounds that if I were offered a consider 
able profit to sell the place for the pur- 
pose of, say, a smelter or n chemical inn 
nitre factory, I would refuse. It is onougl 
to say that the location selected by tin 
militia authorities is one which Is qulti 
inappropriate for a rifle range. To put one 
there, apart from all other considerations 
would be a gross act of vandalism. I admit 
that, the proposed range Is level, Is very 
accessible and well protected from wind, 
and, no doubt, It would bo a very pleasant 
place to shoot for the shooters. 

1 think, therefore, it would be well f 
the public meeting this evening to consld 
whether the proposed range Is one th 
meets with Its approval or not.

In all this there Is no intention of Im- 
pugning the honesty of tbe present city 
council; tliey have done their best and 
withstood the clamors of the Interested 
pressure from outside.

The present city government Is built up 
on what exists In much larger communi- 
ties— In fact, it is like a castle, its rooms 
and building cut down to suit a small 
residence, but has as many servants and 
Officers In this small-boy establishment as 
would serve the larger; In fact, we are 
aping grandeur, without the' means of main- 
taining It— swells without means waiting 
for remittances! 

In conclusion, it matters little what kind 
of government the city bad, provided the 
office-holders In- good, honest, capable, solid 
and not fanciful men; but before they can 
be bod we must learn to make ourselves 
tolerably honest too, precept and practice 
to go together. 

The welfare of the city doubtless In some 
measure depends on Its governors, but, 
depend on it, the prosperity of the city 
will be only promoted by getting new 
sources nnd landings for business near 
home. Vancouver Island If nursed will 
give good milk, but after all the well- 
doing depends on competition anil Indivi- 
dual acumen and industry. Cnn' individual 
enterprise compete with combines? Try.

Rut bow can the matter of taxation be 
regulated, when the larger number of 
voters have nothing to lose and everything 
to gain? These would vote for loans of 
any number of millions of dollars for n 
very plain reason— their own gain; nnd 
some civic rulers will for petty civic poli- 
tics join to their crusade, It does seem 
preposterous that In this corporation, which 
Indeed should ho looked at us a more or 
less joint stock company, unlimited, that 
those who do not pay or hold any or may be 
small shares, should have the power or 
governing those who hold the greater num- 
ber of shares and have a more than equal 
voice with them. Remember, It Is a muni- 
cipal affair for municipal purposes. Of 
course, the Influence of the very small or 
nou-taxpaycrs should he eliminated from 
the voters' list, or n larger number of vote* 
given In proportion to the payment of 
those above the average contribution. 

That those who pay know full well the 
real wants of the City and would provide 
for them under honest distributors need not 
be doubted; but to be at the mercy of 
contractors nnd their fanciful confidential 
nnd to them profitable schemes has been 
the cause of the civic debt and the city's 
present poverty. 

All men exist by preying on each ottior— 
more or less wolfish. The habit Is not con- 
fined to any particular clnss, but only 
varies In degree; some go in for a big 
dollar gnme, others have only wits or 
Influence enough for cents, What is really 
wanted at the present time lire honorable,
